marshes.

6UtM Is vastly *«tt*r prepared to- 
day to supply an army of 500,000 
men in Mexico than it would have 
been had the European var not tent 
enormous orders to this country for 
just the materials we now need. 


The exact opposite is the case to 


the quite general impression that the 
pre-occupation of our manufacturers 
making thi»g» (or 
the Allies will 


prevent their turning out goods for 
Uncle Sam. 


In the last two years American 


plants have been enlarged to many 
hundred times their previous capac- 
ity 
for 
manufacturing munitions. 


Thousands >-f workmen have learned 
new tasks and quantities of machin- 
ery to make munitions have been in- 
stalled. The great orders from the 
Allies running to many hundreds of 
millions of dollars, are just begin- 
ning to fall oft. 


It is an easy matter for our man- 


ufacturers now to increase their ca- 
pacity to the slight degree necessary 
to fill American government orders. 
The Entente Allies have about 13.- 
000,000 men in the field or 26 times 
the 500,000 we might require for 
a war with Mexico. 


It is figured here that American 


demands will only be about 10 per 
cent of the quantity of materials the 
United States has <been supplying to
